MEET IN PEACE 


With Bands and Banners Home- 
stead Will Greet the Militia. 


Children to Strew Flowers Along 
the Line of March. 


Music and Speech-Making to Supplant 
Guns and Dynamite. 


FULLY 6,000 STATE TROOPS ON THE 
WAY TO CARNEGIE’S MILLS. 


Quick Response to the Order Issued by 
Gov. Pattison—Full Regiments Leave 
the Armories at Philadelphia and 
Harrisburg—Where the Danger for the 
Future Lies—Trouble Will Follow the 
Introduction of Non-Union Men Into 
the Steel-Works—The Day at Home- 
stead. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 11.—When the 
militia arrive in Homestead it will be met by 
four brass bands, American flags, all the 
school children, carrying flowers, the mem- 
bers of the Advisory Committee and the 
Burgess and citizens of the town. The 
reception was arranged at the 
morning meeting of the Advisory 
Committee and the troops which will march 
in here in alithe pompand circumstance of 
glorious war will find instead of Win- 
chesters and 50-caliber cartridges, mus'c 
and speech-making, and as Mr. O’Donnell 
puts it, a genuine old-fashioned Pennsyl- 
vania welcome. 

The evident intention of this policy on the 
part of the mill workers is to make 
the fact apparent to Gov. Pat- 
tison and the public at large that they 
have no quarrel with the State authorities, 
and really are, what they have claimed to be, 
law-abiding people, rebelling only against 
the invasion of their homes by an illegally 
collected and armed force of hirelings. 

How far successful they may be in their 
purpose the events of the next few hours will 
determine. 

» For the presentat least hostilities are over. 
Of this there is no doubt. At the mass 
meeting to-day it was also resolved 
that any striker who should hoot 
the militia or otherwise show disrespect to 
the State’s representatives -should be 
ducked in the river, and a committee 
was appointed for that purpose. The Bur- 
gess was requested to invite ali citizens hav- 
ing no business in Ilomestead to depart 
as it was feared some unwise and Anarchistic 
sympathizer with the strikers might 
seek to perpetrate trouble. All the 
leaders made speeches and thethree brass 
bands ot the city tendered their services in 
the coming ceremonies to the militia. No 
one doubts that the entry of the troops will be 


peaceful. 
WAITING FOR NEWS. 


most part the mill 
ers have confined themselves to 
homes this morning. The arrival 
of the trains was followed by a rush 
for the morning papers and the perusal of 
the official correspondence caused every 
man to realize that the reports which last 
night were not wholly credited were true, 
and that the militia would soon be onthe 
ground. 

There is but little loud talk on the streets. 
The mandate of the leaders has gone out and 
all save those who despise leadership among 
mankina are obeying this decree and prepar- 
ing to receive the militiamen as their friends 
and brothers, 

Of course now and then one of the strikers 
speaks mysteriously of the visitation that 
possibly awaits this proud militia of Penn- 
sylivania, but such a man is usually a 
foreigner who believes more in the religion 
of secret codes and the efficacy of dynamite 
than in the majesty of the law and the power 
of military organizations. 

WILD RUMORS OF DYNAMITE. 

Early in the day there was a recurrence of 
the rumors that dynamite had been planted 
that they 

would be blown tothe sky before they should 
be occupied by others than the inhabitants of 
Homestead, but these reports found no more 
credence than the extravagant and very 
mysterious rumors that high explosives were 
being placed under the tracks and bridges 
over whicb the militia must pass, and that 
theavenging wrath of anarchy would de- 
scend upon this capitalisticarmy before it 
could invade the city of Homestead. 

The public may look for no hostile demon- 
stration unless it be instigated and led by 
anarchists, and there isa well defined con- 
viction that this element confines itself 
rather to the dissemination of its wise 
‘doctrines than in facing danger in practicing 
the creed it preached. The recognized 
jleaders of the strikers, the men 
who in the _ past have composed 
the Advisory Committee, and who now com-

men who bravely protected the unarmed

stile demonstration and in favor of re- 


"ving the militia with all the deference and 


respect that should be accorded to National 
Guards of Pennsylvania. No one can rea- 
sonably doubt that the logic of these leaders 
will be all powerful, and that bloodshed at 
Homestead is a thing of the past. 

THE LEADERS MEET. 

The meeting of the Advisory Committee 
this morning was Very hurriedly called after 
most of the members had been for two hours 
in bea. The gathering was held at a private 
house, and Chairman O’Donnell was the last 
to arrive. The subject discussed was of 
course the coming of the militia, Mr. O’Con 
nell is reported to have said: ‘‘We cannot 


fight the State of Pennsylvania, and we can 
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quired whether they would allow the Pinker- 
tons to enter the works under their protec- 
tion. It was generally believed that the 
troops would confine themselves to putting 
the Carnegie Co. in full possession of the 
property under the direction of the Sheriff 
and then withdraw from the city. 

Among the men on the street corners last 
nightand this morning there is an evident 
uneasiness as to the military programme. 
The great mass of troops coming has over- 
awed all but the most hot-headed, and those 
are the men who are more heatedin talk 
thanin action. The strikers who aid the 
real fighting last week listen to these fellows 
with good-humored contempt and call them 
‘‘rioters,’’ because previous engagement 
prevented them from taking any part in last 
Wednesday’s battle. 

James Boyce, one of, the strikers who was 
in the melee, said: *‘You must pay no atten- 
tion tothese mouth-fighters. They talk but 
won’t shoot, Those of us who mean business 
are not foolish enough to buck at the State of 
Pennsylvania, but the troops cannot stay 
here forever, and we can. There will be a 
succession of riots whenever the men get 
hold of a black sheep or a Pinkerton. In- 
stead of ending the fight at Homestead, the 
militia will just end the first chapter of it.’’ 

A NEW POINT RAISED. 

The locked out woramen of the Carnegie 
mills, and citizens of Homestead who sym- 
pathize with them, have taken a peculiar at- 
titude in regard to the approach of the 
militia. They raised the point that the Oar- 
negie mills are in Allegheny County, outside 
of the borough of Homestead, and claim that 
the borough is in a peaceful condition which 
does not call for the intervention of the 
armed forces of the State. Chief 
Byrne of the Fire Department and 
who is also a member of the 
Borough council said to your representative 
to-day that the troops are not wanted in the 
Borough and that while there will be no 
resistance on the part of the residents the 
officers will be informed that the town isin 
the hands of its civil authorities and inter- 
ference by State troops is neither desired nor 
necessary. Mr. Bryne declinedtosay what 
action would betakenif the troops entered 
the town. The Chief of Police was asked if 
he would meet the troops at the Borough line 
and escort them into town. He replied: 
‘‘No. We will give those fellows a wide 
berth. We don’t want the militia in the 
town. They cap goto the mills if they like.’’ 

THE NEXT DANGER. 

As the day advanced small groups of idle 
men gathered on the streets and talked of the 
coming ofthe troops. Anxiety was written 
on allfaces. The leaders counsel co-opera- 
tion with State authority, butangry mutter- 
ings show that their view is not shared by 
those under their authority. There is no 
thought that the troops will be resisted but 
danger liesin the desire for retaliation or 
whatever it may be called on the Carnegie 
company for attempting to bring in Pinker- 
ton men. Every moment of delay in the 
arrival of the State troops increases this 
Ganger. Those who have gone openly 
about with loaded weapons in 
their gbands are not in a 
mood to have this privilege restricted. Men 
who have witnessed scenes of bloodshed, 
who have seen their fellows weltering in 
their blood and who have waged warfare 
against a force of well equipped and 
disciplined mercenaries, have imbibed too 
strong a taste for warfare to give it up under 
compulsion. Astate bordering on anarchy 
cannot be changed toone of recognized law 
and order without danger. 

The thought isinthe mindof every work- 
man that the assumption of authority by the 
State, backed by 8,000 armed soldiers, is the 
preliminary step tothe introduction of non- 
union labor in the Carnegie mills. 

‘‘Non-union’’ is second only to ‘*Pinker- 
ton’’ is the feeling that arises in the minds of 
those whose bread and butter depend on the 
result of the present trouble. The growth of 
this feeling may give birth to disastrous con- 
sequences. Forced to its fruition one cry of 
revenge may place thousands of excited men 
in a frenzy. ‘‘To the works’’ and ‘‘To the 
Bastile’’ would be synonyn.ous. 

It will be seen that the State troops cannot 
arrive too soon. The indignities shown 
strangers last night by self-appointed com- 
mittees of hot headed men showed no signs 
of countenance this morning. Last night 
matters were carried too far in some 
instances. One man who was supposed to 
have originated the report that the State 
troops had been ordered to Homestead was 
in great danger until! the report was verified, 
Even then there were threats made of vio- 
lence to him anda hint that he had better 
leave town was given. Hedid not take the 
hint. 

CENSORSHIP HAS CEASED. 

Attempted censorship of the press has 
ceased with the breaking of day. It was only 
under cover of darkness that these unauthor- 
ized zealots attempted to make their unrea- 
sonable prejudice against newspaper men 
bear fruit. Hugh O’Donnell, the young 
leader of the mill hands, was almost alone in 
stemming this tite offanaticism. His word 
islawamong his comrades, and largely to 
his strenuous efforts are due the mainte- 
nance of order. 

The State troops will be received with 
proper respect to their authority, The steady 
tramp of the battalionsof blue coated sol- 
diers willdo much to impressthe radicals 
among the workmen with a sense ofthe real 
condition of things. Meanwhile the forces in 
control of the Advisory Committee are kept 
under ofders. No relaxation of vigilance will 
take place until the troops arrive and assume 
formal charge. The pickets still watch along 
the banks of the Monongahela andthe town 
patrol paces its beat. It is an interesting sit- 
uation, but its most interesting phases will 
not appear until Maj.-Gen. Snowden becomes 
dictator of Homestead borough and its yi- 
cinity. 


GUNS AND DYNAMITE, 
THE STRIKERS DO NOT KNOW WHAT TO DO WITH 
THE STOCK ON HAND. 

HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 11.—The coming of 
the soldiers opens up one vexed question for 
the strikers. It is the disposition of 
the arms and ammunition now in 
the possession of the mill men. 
It is known that several hundred Wincbes- 
ters taken from the captured Pinkertons and 
relics of the strike three years ago are in the 
hands of the men, and it is reported 
that there is not only ai large 


quantity of ammunition stored at convenient 
points, but that . is also in 
he cellars of one 
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matters may have been attended to before 
the announcement of _ the movement 
of. troops. What Maj.-Gen. Snow- 
den will do concerning the iarge quantity of 
ammunition which the locked out men have 
at their disposal is also a question incident 
to the consideration of the matter. 


MOVEMENTS OF TROOPS. 


ACTIVE OPERATIONS TO PLACE A BIG FORCE IN 
THE FIELD. 


PITTSBURG, Pa,, July 11.—There were scenes 
of activity in and around the armories of the 
National Guard this morning. The men be- 
gan mustering early and making prepara- 
tions for the journey, but it will be late this 
evening or early in the morning before all ar- 
rangements can be completed and the troops 
mustered at Brinton. 

Down town the militia were gathering at 
the several headquarters, Crowds gathered 
around the armories of the Eighth and Four- 
teenth Regiments and of Battery B. to watch 
the soldiers as they came in to await march- 
ing orders. It is not expected that the troops 
will move before 8 o’clock this afternoon, 
The regimental orders have gone to captains 
andthey in turn have sent their sergeants 
out. The men take three days’ rations and 


ammunition and proceed to Brinton, about 
three miles below Homestead, 

At 8:30 o’clock this morning the head- 
quarters of the Fourteenth Regiment were 
already ina ferment. Although-no official 
orders to move had yet been received, they 
were expected every minute, and the rate 
at which the members ofthe regiment were 
assembling augured well for a ill comple- 
ment. Noneof them had any idea of the 
ordering out of the militia except what they 
had seen inthe newspapers and this alone 
brought 200 men to the Armory by 8 o’ciock. 
Some of them appeared in uniform, others 
carried theirsin bundles, but they all seemed 
4 know that this time ft might mean a real 

SOME ARE MILL- WORKERS. 

Quite a number of the members of the 
Fourteenth Regimentare mill workers, but 
from what could be learned this morning 
none of them willallow their sympathies to 
interfere with their duties. One of them 
said: ‘‘lt will be a hard thing for me to shoot 
into a crowd of men who are bound to me by 
all the ties of human interest and friendship, 
but when I have my uniform on and the com- 
manda of ‘‘fire’’ is given I will shoot, for when 
I entered the militia I took the oath of aile- 
giance tothe State of Pennsylvania and to 
protect its constitution at all hazards.’’ 

The other men seen all expressed the same 
esentimnt. 

Lieut. McOoy said: ‘‘All the men in my 
company wili do their duty, if we are called 
out, no matter what thelr sympathies are. 
Of that Iam certain.’’ 

The lieutenant had hardly finished his 
sentence when Adjt. Johnson came running 
intothe Armory and cried out excitedly: 
‘*Boys, the orders are here, Ool, Perchment 
has been put in temporary command. 
Orderlies, here, take orders to the captains 
of the rexgiment.’’ 

Then followed a scene of what appeared to 
be the wildest confusion, butin fact it was 
not. Every man present knew what he had 
to do, and he did it at top speed. 

In the meantime Adjt. Johnson, acting 
under orders from Col, Perchment, was 
writing out the following ordersto the cap- 
tains of the regiment: 

‘* Assemble your company at once at Cen- 
tral Armory with three days cooked rations 
and a full supply of ammunition.’’ 

Shortly before 9 o’clock a telegram came to 
the headquarters of the Fourteenth, from 
Gen. Wylie, addressed to Col, Perchment. 
the commanding officer of the regiment, who 
is sick in bed and therefore was not at the 
armory this morning. Adjt. Johnson tele- 
phoned to the Colonel that the telegram had 
arrived and he received orders to open it. 

THE EtGHTEENTH REGIMENT. 


About 200 men in fall uniform had reported 
atthe Eighteenth Regiment headquarters, 
Diamond street, at 9 o’clock, They had re- 
sponded to the general orders, having learned 
ofthem through the papers. The men have 
sympathy for the workmen to some extent, 
but they will do their duty and obey com- 
mands and with less reluctance than was 
generally supposed. The officers are sending 
out orders to those who have not reported. 
The indications are that there will be a large 
turnout. What time they wili leave for the 
scene was not known by even the regimental 
officers. The headquarters presenta war- 
like appearance. 

Sheriff McCleary was in his office long be- 
fore 9 o’clock, and in aninterview said: ‘‘I 
am simply waiting forthe military. My sub- 
sequent actions shall be governed entirely by 
the actions of the militia. Of course they will 
be in consonance withthe militia and will 
doallI can toaid them. Just whatI shall 
do Il cannot now say, and do not Kkpow that it 
will béa matter for publication. It will be 
ofa semi-military nature andi donot know 
that it can be outlined for publication. ’’ 

Col. Perchmont ofthe Fourteenth Regiment 
at 1:30  o’clock this afternoon re- 
ceived orders from Gen. Wylie 
to take his regiment to Blairsvill® 
intersection, and not to Brinton. An officer 
of the Eighteenth Regiment says Col. 
Smith received similar orders. Why 
this change, is not known unless it Is 
from the fact that at Brinton Station, the 
troops would be within a mile from the loca- 
tion of from 18,000 to 20,000 workmen. The 
Pittsburg regiments will move at 9 to-night. 


LEAVING PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 11.—Atand around 
the armories of the National Guard this 
morning the scene was active and warlike. 
Officers and men in full uniform were 
bustling around, and on every sidethe prep- 
arations to go tothe front were to be seen. 
From 5 o’clock on the boys In blue were con- 
stantly reporting at the armories in re- 


sponse to the summons they had received in 
the early morning hours. 

By 7 o’clock the armories of the first, sec- 
ond and third regiments and the State Fenci- 
bles were surrounded by a crowd of 
the friends and relatives of the 
guardsmen and the usual throng of 
curious ones anxious to see the boys off 
for the scene of trouble at Homestead. At 
the armories ofthe city troop and battery 
‘*A’’ the throng was not so great but the 
crowd was larger around the armory of the 
Gray Invincibles, the colored company. 
Although the officers and men of the National 
Guard expected to be called out, the order, 
when it came, Was at an unexpected time 
and fell upon many like a thunder clap. 

Col. Wendell P. Bowman’s regiment, the 
first, hadthe postof honor. It was the first 
toleave its armory at Broad and Caliowhill 
streets, 578 men strong. The regiment has 
only a membership of 630, and the fifty-two 
men who were absent were either off on their 
vacations or were incapacitated from duty 
by reason of illness. 

There were only three of the latter, and the 
remainder will report for duty late this af- 
ternoon or early to-morrow morning. The 
Second Regiment, under the command of 
Col. Bosbyshell, marched at 10 o’clock this 
morning from the armory. There were 237 
men in fine out of the 251. They followed the 
first regiment in their march down Broad 
street, and out Market to the old Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Depot at Thirty-second and 
Market streets. 

The offieers have been drilling the men 
for night for several weeks past 
in anticipation of going intocamp, and they 
are thoroughly ——- ined, well versed in 
the tactics, thoroughly drilied in methods of 
handling armed or unarmed mobs, and, 
as the officers declare, in the very best possi- 
ble shape to cope with the strikers at Home 
stead. 

The regiments making up the first brigade 
lefthere at 11:50 o’clock this morning for 
Mount Gretna and it is expected to have the 
entire brigade concentrated there this after- 
noon. The trains will be runin sections and 
as rapidly as one pulls out from the station 
another will follow. 

At 12:30 o’clock the Second, the Invincibles, 
and the battalion left, the fife and drum 
corps of the iatter organization playing ‘*The 
Girl I Left Behind Me,’’ as the train rolled 
out of the station. During the morning de-

As the details of the mobilization of the 
brigade fell upon Gen. Dechert he was una- 
ble to depart with his command, but he will 
leave for Mount Gretna this afternoon. 
Within twelve hours after the issuing of the 
order to mobilize the First Brigade at Mount 
Gretna 1,000 men, or within a couple of hun- 
dred ofthe brigade’s full strength, armed 
and equipped to take the field, had left this

AT THE CAPITAL. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., July 11.—Adjt. Gen. 
Greenland and Maj. Gen. Snowden did not 
sleep much last night aad since daylight this 
morning they have been busy looking after 
the movement of the troops and the shipment 
of supplies and ammunition, All the brigade 
commanders were reached by wire last night 


soon after the general order was issued, and 
they lost no time in communicating with 
the regimental commanders, who soon had 
thelr companies on the move. Brig.-Gen. J. 
P. 8. Gobin arrived from Lebanon with Quar- 
termaster Moyer at7 o’Clock, and immedi- 
ately put himself in communication with 
headquarters, taking charge in person of the 
troops of the Third Brigade. 

Before the morning was far advanced re- 
ports were received thatthe Ninth, Twelfth 
and Thirteenth Regiments were on the road 
and would reach wistown via sunbury 
about noon. The Eighth and Fourth Regi- 
ments of the same brigade were also early 
under arms and only waited transportation. 
The Governor’s troop was prob-, 
ably the first of the Cavalry organiza- 
tions to report for duty and was 
ready to move soon after daylight. The sec- 
ond brigade was reported to be under way 
before noon and it will be concentrated at 
Brinton, a station on the Pennsylvania Rall- 
road about three miles from Homestead. The 
third Brigade will be sent forward from 
Lewiston auring the afternoon and before 
dawn to-morrow over 6,000 soldiers will be 
massed in the vicinity of the scene of the 
trouble. 

The first brigade, it is expected, will reach 
Mount Gretna this afternoon, and will be held 
as a reserve corps until further orders. The 
movement of the troops is regarded as very 
satisfactory at headquarters when the hour 
at which the order was issued is considered. 
Gens. Greenland and Snowden will probably 
remain in Harrisburg until the troops have 
been concentrated in the west and 
see to it that everything is 
in good ape ror the campaign 
be it short or long. Commissary-General 
Richard 8. Edwards arrived here at noon,and 
other Officers are reporting by every train 
that rolls into the city. At the Arsenala 
scene of great activity is presented. All 
hight long wagons were transporting ammu- 
nition, tents and other necessary equipment 
to the cars which have been sent forward in 
order that the men may be properly protected 
from the elements on theirarrival. Quarter- 
master-General O. F. McClellan has charge 
of these arrangements. 

On a special train at2 o’eclock this after- 
noon Maj.-Gen. Snowden and staff, Adjt.- 
Gen. Greenland, Quartermaster-General Mc- 
Clelland and other officers left here for the 
West. Their destination is believed to bea 
point near Homestead. The Eighth Regi- 
ment, Third Brigade, will leave here about 
3:30 o’clock this afternoon for Lewistown, 


DECLINES TO NEGOTIATE, 


FRICK REFUSES TO TREAT WITH THE AMALGA- 
MATED ASSOCIATION, 

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 11.—The action of the 
Governor in ordering out the rulitia was not 
looked for by the strikers. A committee from 
the Amalgamated Association was appointed 
to go to Pittsburg at once and entreat Mr. 
Frick to consent to some method of adjust- 
ment of the differences. The committee 


called at the Carnegie office during the fore- 
noon, 

Of this visit Secretary Lovejoy of the Car- 
negie Steel Co. saidto your representative 
this morning: ‘‘The Peace Committee ap- 
pointed by the employesin the union mils, 
at their meeting last evening, called on Mr. 
Frick this morning. They were received and 
presented requests that Mr. Frick wouid re- 
open negotiations with the Amalgamated As 
sociation officials at Homestead, and asked 
for an early conference. Mr, Frick positively 
declined to treat with the law-breakers at 
Homestead.’’ 

Inanswer tothe question: ‘‘What will be 
your next move after the militta are quar- 
tered at Homestead?’’ Mr. Lovejoy sald: ‘‘I 
cannot answer that in detail ofcourse. We 
have our pians outlined. We first want pos- 
session; then we will start the works. We feel 
satisfied that fully two-thirds of our old em- 
ployes at Homestead will go back to work as 
soon as we can assure them of protection. 
We will then fill the places. of the 
leaders and the other turbulent characters 
with outside men. We have applications 
from about 2,000 outside, new people, for em- 
ployment at Homestead, but peaceable citl- 
zens of Homestead will be given the prefer- 
ence. The leaders will then be taken care of 
by the District Attorney. Wedo not intend 
to employ any more Pinkerton men, but I do 
not care to discuss our plans for their future 
protection, inevent of the National Guard 
being removed earlier thanin our judgment 
might be thought advisable. ’’ 

NOT A COMMITTEE OF STRIKERS. 

This afternoon it transpired that the com- 
mittee of workmen which cailed on Mr, Frick 
this morning was not from the Homestead 
strikers, as at first supposed,but a committee 
from the city mills of the Carnegie 
Co., appointed at a meeting of the 
Amalgamated Associationin Pittsburg last 
nicht to ask the company to confer with the 
strikers. The scale has been signed between 
these men andthecompany. fhe commis- 
sion disclaimed that they were here for inter- 
ference, and wanted it expressly understood 
that they called solely in the interest of 
peace, 

Secretary Lovejoy of the Carnegie company 
said: ‘‘No, the committee were not strikers, 
but from our own men who are at work. We 
would not receive the strikers. The men, as 
members of the Amalgamated Association, 
called toask usto confer with the Home- 
stead strikers. We declined to do it. 
The strikers have taken posession of our 

yroperty and have murdered our watchmen, 
for which they will have tO answer to the 
district attorney. We will not see them.’’ 

‘‘Did the committee make any suggestion 
about making anagreement with them and 
not meeting the Homestead strikers?’’ 

‘‘No,’’ was the answer. ‘*‘We cannot 
make an agreement with city men about a 
Homestead scale.’’ 

These remarks of Secretary Lovejoy show 
itto be the purpose ofthe company to make 
the Homestead men answer through the 
courts for their actions and explain, if expla- 
nations were really needed, why the strikers 
have been extremely cautious in not admit- 
ting personal responsibility orresponsibility 
as an advisory committee.

THE KIND OF WORKMEN HOMESTEAD PITTED 
AGAINST THE PINKERTONS. 


HoMESTEAD, Pa., July 11.—The men en- 
gaged in the battle for wages against the 
Carnegie Steel Co. are not of the common 
sort. The leaders are not only men of brawn 
but they are men of brains, and possess a 
bigh order of courage. 

There is among the leaders scarcely a man 
who could not leave the town to-day and get 
work elsewhere at as 6000 Wages as heis now 
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win or as long as they have blood in their 
veins, who play croquet in their front yards 
at midday or mow theirlawns or play with 
their babies. 

These men talk but little with strangers. 
They are silent. When they give a man their 
confidence they give it unreservedly. Andi 
is because of their distrust of strangers that 
false stories of Wednesday’s fight appeared. 

It has been spread abroad that the work- 
men expected a fight and that they were pre 
pared for it. Thisis untrue. They had not 
the slightest idea that there would be any 
fighting. On Wednesday morning, when they 
gathered on the banks of the river at the 
steel mills, there were only twelve guns in 
the possession of allthe men. Of these, ten 
were old breech- loading muskets, one a target 
rifle, while one man had a Martini-Henry. In 
order to repel the 300 Pinkertons the men of 
Homestead had only a few guns and revolv- 
ers, which were practically useless. 

Had the Pinkertons landed after the first 
volley was fired nothing buta hand to hand 
conflict would have resulted, because the 
workmen’s guns were useless. Then there 
was a rush for arms and ammunition. It was 
known that a few muskets were stored in the 
Catholic school. These had belonged to a 
Catholic military company. <A committee 
was dispatched forthem. There were few of 
them, though—only twenty. Other messen- 
gers were sent to Braddock for arms and 
others were dispatched to Pittsburg. When 
these arrived the men were in fairly good 
shape to fight. 

And then whenthe guns camethere were 
cooi heads among those workmen who made 
no end of a row at the waste of powder. One 
of these was the man who intended to leave 
the mills and who hasalready been spoken 
of. He wasasoldier in the English Army, 
There are others Uke him inthe mills and 
oy know how to shoot. 

Thus it wus that Homestead had sharp- 
shooters which have puzzled so many people. 
A little company of these men was formed. 
And not only could they shoot, but they knew 
how to protect themselves while they were 
shooting. 

These men never wasted a grain of powder. 
Every shot took effect. Among them there 
was no firing at random. They shot fewer 
times than almost any ofthe others, but 
they did greater execution. 

The chief of them all was the man who 
owned the Martini-Henry. A doughty man ts 
this little Scotchman, a man fof iron nerve 
and quiet ways, to whom fight isa pleasure 
and who never knows what itis to miss with 
that rifle of his. He was for years with some 
of the great men of war. He was a member 
of one of the most famous mre regiments 
ever known—the Forty-second Highlanders, 
the wonderful ‘‘Black Watch.’’ 

In those days, among marvelous. marks- 
men, the little Scotchman was accounted a 
great shot. When he left the army and When 
hecameto this country he brought his 
Martini with him, for he loved itas a child, 
and during the fight of Wednesday the long, 
blue barrel barked death and wounds to the 
Pinkertons in whatthe Scotchman believed 
was in defense of his home and family. 

The Pinkertons toid wonderful tales of the 
marksmanship displayed by the workmen of 
Homestead. They said that whenever a man 
exposed any part of his body he was sureto 
feel the sting ofa bullet. Even in their flush 
of victory some of these sharpshooters did 
not forgetthoir pride in their shooting. 
Ameng these was the little Scotchman, who 
looked for a man who had losta finger. The 
Scotchman questioned the Pinkertons. One 
said that he had exposed a finger to see if it 
would draw fire. He had hardly thrust it out 
before a bullet carried it away. And then 
the Scotchman looked satisfied. He had seen 
the finger disappear, but he was afraid that 
he had missed. 

Like women everywhere, the women here 
are strange, unaccountable creatures. Some 
linger in their houses wild with fear for their 
husbands, while others cry aloud because 
they are not men and are not permitted to 
fight. When the alarm was sounded the 
other night scores of women rushed from 
thelr homes. They mingled with the 
men, now and then uttering shrill Hittle 
cries when the men. bade them go Ce 
home? Not they. When there was fighting 
to be done they would stay about and help. 
There is always something a woman can do, 
So one woman talked last night. 

In these hours of excitement the women 
rage with hateand mad desiretokill. Itis 
they who are bloodthirsty, who are uncon- 
trollable., When the Pinkertons ran the 
gauntlet a woman fought with her husvand 
because he would not allow her to strike the 
prisoners. 


AS GOMPERS SEES IT. 

BosToN, Mass., July 11.—President Samuel 
Gompers of the American Federation of Labor 
wasin thecity yesterday. In regard tothe 
Homestead trouble he said: ‘‘Since Tuesday 
I have been dependent upon the newspapers 
for information regarding events at Home- 
stead. I judge from theirreports that their 
isan intention on the partof the Carnegie 


company to bring in more Pinkertons. If 
this be true and they are brought there will 
be a bioody battile.’’ 

‘*Do you lhink the men were right in firing 
on the Pinkertons?’’ he was asked. 

‘*That is for the men onthe ground to de- 
cide. The legal status of the so-called de- 
tective agency is very muchin question. By 
the testimony of the Methodist minister, Mr. 
Mclilyar, who preached that funeral sermon, 
it appears that the Pinkertons fired the first 
shot when being towedto the wharf. It was 
also shown that the Pinkertons were the first 
to fireonthe flagof truce early in the day 
when the local committee was trying to 
secure a cessation of hostilities. I donot see 
why the militia should be called out unless it 
be to protect the citizens against the Pinker- 
ton banditti.’’ 

‘*Will the workingmen of other States re- 
inforce the Homestead men in their fight 
against the Pinkertons?’’ 

‘*That is not necessary now, I believe, even 
ifthe thing was contemplated. The death 
knell of the Pinkerton force, as a force, has 
been struck and it will only be a short time 
— when they will be wiped out by legisila- 
tion.’’ 

‘*The Pinkertons have a charter from 
Congress obtained shortly after the war, it is 
is stated, Will your organizations petition 
Congress to abrogate it?’’ 
w.‘*That is probably the way the matter will 
come although it may be wise to wait and see 
what the Congressional Investigating Com- 
mittee will do. 

‘*One thing is sure and that is that the 
working mone of this country are united in 
demanding the suppression of the Pinker- 
tons, and they will be.’”’ 

In the course of this conversation Mr. 
Gompers remarked that he bdelleved that the 
recent occurrences would have a tremendous 
effect on the coming political campaign. 


TO COMBAT PINKERTONS,. 

CHICAGO, Ill., July 11.—There appears to 
be a determination on the part of organized 
labor to form military companies within their 
ranks to combat the Pinkertons when the 
next clash between capital and labor oc- 
curs. The leaders of the various labor or- 
ganizations inthis city, when questioned in 


regard to the matter, all confirmed the 
rumor. that the working people intended 
arming themselves. "

The National Guard is splendidly equipped, 
and, as preparations have been in progress 
for several weeks for the annual encamp- 
ments of the different commands, they are in 
admirable shape to go into the fleld. The 
guard consists of three brigades of infantry, 
three troops of cavalry and three batteries of 
artillery, making a well-disciplined army of 
8,500 men. Gen. Snowden will be in personal 
command of the troops. 

Between 25,000 and 30,000 rounds of am.- 
munition were shipped from the arsenal here 
to Pittsburg last night, and other supplies 
and munitions will be forwarded as speedily 
as possible.

THE PITTSBURG STRIKE. 


A Militiaman’s Recollection of the Awful 
Scenes of 1877. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jaly 11.—The order of 
Gov. Pattison calling out the militia to sup- 
press the troubles at Homestead, forcibly re- 
calls to the minds ofthe men who are called 
upon to dothis duty the terrible experience 
of State troops during the railroad strike 
and attendant riots at Pittsburg in 1877. 
A local paper thus reviews the 
thrilling scenes enacted there: About 


625 officers and men of. the First Division of 
the National Guard left the city in response 
to the call for troopsto quell the disturbances 
at Pittsburg... They were commanded by 
Maj.-Gen. Brinton and Brig.-Gens. Loud 
an Matthews. Soon after their ar- 
rival on Saturday afternoon, the troops 
were ordered to clearthe tracks of the riot- 
ers and start the first train east to break the 
blockade which had been existing for several 
days. The mob became very menacing in 
their demonstrations and assaulted the 
soldiers with stones and clubs. One sol- 
Gier had his skull fractured, and then his 
companions fired without orders. The fire 
was most destructive, killing about ten per- 
sons, including a number of women and 
fldren, and wounding about thirty.

A few 
of the members realizing this fact set about 
buying all the stock they could. 
Now it seems most of the shares of the stock 
are held by these few members of the club 
and some parties who are not members 
of the club, but who have also bought the 
stock asaspeculation. Acontrolling inter- 
est is held by three parties, 
who refuse to renew the lease 
excepton terms which the club members 
who have decided to establish other quarters 
thought exorbitant.

MOON-STRUCE MARS. 


The Red Planet to Be Eclipsed by the 
Lover’s Luminary To-Night. 
Beginning at 10:13 to-night the occultation 
of Mars, its eclipse by the moon, will take 
place, Atthat hour Mars and the moon will 
be in the East, nearly an hourhigh. The be- 
ginning of this eclipse, technically called 
the immersion, will be marked by 


the moon’s bright Iimb overrunning the 
planet, making the immersion less interest- 
ing than were the moon’s dark limb to over- 
run, which would cause the instantaneous 
disappearance of Mars. The immersion 
will consume several seconds, owing to the 
fact that Marsis quite near the earth, and 
the eclipse will last about one hour, its end- 
ing or emersion occurring at 11:15 p,m. The 
occultation will be visible to 
the naked eye throughout the 
United States but its phenomena 
can best be studied with the aid of opera- 
glasses. One hour after the reappearance 
of Mars the Eanes Jupiter will rise in, the 
East. It will be the brightest object then in 
the heavens, aud is well worth studying, 
following the eclipse of its fellow planet.

TO ENGLISH EYES. 


How Our System for Electing a Presiden : 
Appears. 


From the Pall Mall Budget. 


In the midst of scenes of great excitement 
Mr. Benjamin Harrison has been elected by a 
large majority to be the Republican candi- 
date forthe Presidency. The system whicn 
obtains in the United. States of choosinga 
President is complicated and pecullar, inas- 
much asthe people, although devoting nearly 
a year to what they are pleased tocallan 
election, really never vote directly for Presi- 
dent. Itisindeed quite possibie, withouta 
violation of written or unwritten law, for_a 
man practically unknown to the people, and 
one whose name has never been mentioned 
in connection with the office during the cam- 
paign, to be placed in the Presidential chair. 

THE ‘*PARTY PRIMARIES.’”’ 

The first stage of the election is inaugurated 
by whatare called the ‘‘Party Primaries.’’ 
At each of these ‘‘Primarites’’ only the voters 
of one party meet at a time and cast a ballot. 
The Democratic voters ineach election dis- 
trict meet onacertain day and elect dele- 
gates to a State convention. The _ Re- 
publicans dothe same. About a month later 
these two State conventions meet, and in 
turn elect a delegation toa national conven- 
tion of all the States, each political party 
electing delegates to its own convention, the 
number of delegates being equal to twice the 
number of the State’s representatives in 
Congress. The territories which have no 
representations in that body are each al- 
lowed two delegates inthe nominating con- 
vention; this makes each party convention 
number 900 delegates. Then these twona- 
tional conventions, one Republican,the other 
Democratic, decide who shall be the 
candidates for President: in the Republl- 
can convention a majority of votes decides; 
in the Democratic a two-thirds vote is re- 
quired. When this point is decided, the con- 
ventions adjourn, and then two lists of elec- 
tors, one representing each party (and sup- 
posed to be likely to vote in the Electorial 
College for the man who carried the conven- 
tion), are placed before the people of the 
country to be voted for. Each State electoral 
ticket, containing the name of electors equal 
innumberto the number of Senators and 
Representatives in Oongress, ranges from 
three in the State of Oregon to thirty-six in 
New York State. 

**TWO MONTHS AFTER THE ELECTION.’’ 

During the summer the campaign is in full 
swing, and the respective merits of the rival 
candidates for the highest office in the coun- 
try are put before the electorate. But, asa 
matter of fact, these candidates are not be- 
fore the people and do not receive their 
votes, the actual votes of the people being 
given in favor of certain Republican or Dem- 
ocratic electors expected to voie (if elected) 
for the man chosen by the party convention 
at the opening of the campaign. Two months 
after the election the 444 electors who have 
received the highest vote intheir respective 
States meet at Washington and elect a Pres!i- 
dent, and, while morally they are bound to 
electthe choice of their party convention, 
they have a perfect right to choose any man 
they please, the nominating conventions be- 
inga latter-day innovation, and not recog- 
nized in or suggested by the constitution. As 
the first ‘‘primaries’’ are often heldin Feb- 
ruary, and the Electoral College does 
not really choose a President until the 
following February, an entire year, or a 
fourth of the Presidential period, isspent in 
choosing achief of the Executive. In the 
contest about to open the chances of the con- 
tending parties seem very equal. What are 
termed sure RKepublican States will cast 186 
electoral votes, the sure Democratic States 
173 votes, out of a total of 444. As the number 
required to elect a President will be 223 votes, 
the Republican party must secure thirty- 
seven of the doubtful ones, the Democrats 
fifty. 

**NEW YORK THE KEY OF THE SITUATION..’’ 

New York State, with Its thirty-six electoral 
votes, it will thus be seen, holds a very im- 
portant position, practicaliy indeed the key 
of the situation. This State is a most 
uncertain quantity, for while the 
Democratic party have generally car- 
ried it in the State or local elec- 
tions, in presidential elections, when the 
farmer vote is always heavy, it has recorded 
its verdict in the great majority of instances 
in favor of the Republicans. The Republican 

rospects in the present campaign are 

urther brightened by a split in the Demo- 
cratic party of New York State, owing to the 
fight between Senator Hill and ex-President 
Cleveland for the position of leader of the 
Democratic forces. Another circumstance 
in favor of the Republican party is that owing 
to the admission of six new States casting 
twenty electoral votes, all sure Republican, 
the party now in power can elect their can- 
didate without the vote of New York State; 
on the other band the mocrats must se- 
cure its votes or their case is hopeless. This 
is the situation at the present moment.

Street Railway Managers Astonished at 
the News of Their Employes’ Action 
and Preparing foran Emergeucy—Plan- 
ing Mill Men Receive Alarming News 
From Chicago To-Day. 


The absence of Mr. George Baumhoff, S8u- 
perintendent of the Washington & Chouteau 
Avenue Street Rallway Lines, and Superin- 
tendent Sneed of the Suburban Line from 
their respective offices this morning, quite 
an unusual occurrence especially on Tues- 
day, has led the employes of the roads to 
suspect that the managers of the various 
roads are in private consultation to consider 
the advisability of making a wholesale 
slaughter of all employes who have 
signed the obligation or application for 
membership of the Street Car Benevolent and 
Protective Association of St. Louis which !s 
now being organized, the particulars about 
which were published exclusively in the 
SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH. As both the 
railway managers departed from 
their place of business at about the 


same hour, it was rumored that a meeting of 
some nature or other was b ng held and the 
probabilities were for the purpose already 


‘mentioned. 


RETICENT, BUT WATCHFUL. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter called at Mr. 
Baumhoff’s office at the noon hour 
gentleman had not returned. ‘*

As the charter 
for the union had not been received the gen- 
tlemen withdrew from the union rather than 
lose their positions. In the meantime the 
organizers are making rapid headway 
in securing new members, over seventy- 
five signing the obligation Sunday. The 
Broadway cable line is perhaps the strongest 
organized line inthe union, as of the 275 em- 
ployes on this road fully two-thirds of the 
number are members of the union, and 
others are making applications daily 
through solicitors, who are _ scattered 
on every street car Uine In the 
city smuggling the obligation to employes on 
duty, whoarein sympathy with the move- 
ment but refrainfrom attending meetings 
until the proper time, as they allege it would 
be the samething as a resignation of their 
position, as they would be unceremoniously 
fired. From the number of members the 
union now has the success of a strong 
organization is assured, as of the 37,000 em- 
pioyes of the various railways, nearly, if not 
quite half of the number have signed the ob- 
ligation, andare ready to be controlled by 
the American Federation of Labor, just so 
soon as the charter is made out.

It frequently happens that men who have 
seen service abroad seek places under this 
Government on the strength of the alleged 
valuable information they possess. These 
men are looked at askance byjthe authorities, 
for he who would betray the secrets of one 
Government would do as much for his 
country if he ever got the opportunity. It is 
therefore regard as no recommendation 
for an applicant to have valuable informa- 
mation about his person when he wants a 
salaried place under this Government. The 
letter quoted, however, has been about the 
first one which combined such an offer with 
anexhibition of supreme conceit and the 
consciousness of self-abasement in dealing 
with the United States. 


BABNEY JONES’ CAREER. 


Chief Harrigan’s Interesting Interview 
With the Ex- Convict. 

Barney Jonss the horse thief arrested in 
St. Louls County Friday night, sat for his 
picture for the Rogue’s Gallery at the Four 
Courts this afternoon and Chief Har- 
rigan then had a long talk with 
him to find out how much he 


knew ofthe old time crooks the man talked 
80 much about Saturday. He is tall 
and rather thin, and appeure to be 
a man about 80 years old although he said he 
was in his 60th year. Hehas a heavy mus- 
tache and long dark hair just beginning to 


turn gray. 

‘‘Where were you in 1861?’’ asked the 
Chief. 

‘*In the Mifsissippi penitentiary. I was 
there seven months for holding aman upat 
Vicksburg,’’ answered Jones without a 
moment's hesitation. 

‘*Don’t you know the prisoners were re- 
leased in 1861?’’ 

‘*Beg your pardon; not till 1863. I was sent 
up with Arthur Short; Nosey O’Brien. as 
wens gettingaway. He didn’t get caught 
at all. 

‘*How long have you been a thief?’’ 

**About foriy years, but not all the time, 
I’ve worked some in that time.’’ 

‘*When did you come to St. Louis first?’’ 

‘*In 1865. I came here with Butts & O’Brien 
from Vicksburg,’’ 

‘*Who else was here in 1865 that you knew?’’ 

‘*Fred Biebasch and Pete McCartney.’’ 

‘*Were you here when Pete was arrested 
across the river?’’ 

‘*No, I was in Indianapolis then, but I re- 
member it. I knew McCartney well. 
I used to be with him in 
Indianapolis and there was no 
third man between us.

WILL TRY TO REORGANIZE. 


Important Meeting of the Southwestern 
Railroad Association to Be Held. 

An attempt will be made to reorganize t he 
Southwest Railway & Steamship Association, 
a meeting having been called for that pur- 
pose at the Southern Hotel. There have been 


several meetings with this objectin view, 
but hitherto no success has been met with. 
A meeting lasting many days was held in 
Chicago and anotherin St. Louis, but nothin 
was accomplished at either, The bone o 
contention is the Texas  \lines. By 
the laws of that State railways are not 
allowed to enter into such combinations, and 
therefore the Texasroads have not officially 
been members of the association. They 
have, howerer, acted in accordance with 
the rules laid down, d have 
been represented at two councils. Much dis- 
Satisfaction hasfrom time to time been ex- 
ressed with the conduct of the Texas lines, 
t being alleged that they were vio- 
lating the agreement in the mat- 
ter of freight rates. Complaints of a 
similar nature have been made against other 
roads, while some express dissatisfaction 
with the expense incident to the plan of 
management. At the last meeting 
Judge Cooley presented an  agree- 
for a new Organization, but 
rejected as too cumbrous 
another has been prepared, simplifying the 
management, and imposing heavy penalties 
for violation of any of the articles of the 
agreement. It is upon these penalties 
that the battle will probably 
found. Some roads, notably the Atchison, 
insist on these penalties as an absolute requi- 
site before they will sign. Others consider 
them too severe unless unanimity can se- 
cured, it is feared thai no agreement can be 
reached. Those in charge of negotiations are 
hopeful that an agreement satisfactory 
toallcan bearrivedat, and the demoraliz- 
ation of rates incident to a breaking up of 
the association prevented. The Texas lines, 
it is believed, will not be willing to 
break up an association which, according 
to the statement of the other lines, has been 
pecurtasiy advuntageous to them, They 
ave, itasserted, in mary instances, received 
consideration out of ali proportion to their 
importance, especialiy in the matter of 
wheat and flour rates, and will lose more 
than any others by a failure to agree.

THE PUSH CAN'T OUST THEM TO PRO- 
VIDE FOR FRIENDS. 


More Experiments With Vitrified Brick 
to Be Made on Unpaved Streets by 
Commissoner Murphy-No Applica- 
tions Made for the Place of Superin- 
tendent at Quarantine. 


Recorder James L. Carlisle has some women 
employed in his office. They do clerical 
work, copying on the registration lists the 
names that are turned in to them by the men 
who stand at the windows and take the 
names of voters. Their pay is at the 
rate of $75 a month. ey work inan inner 
office, under the eye “Sf a deputy recorder, 
and do not appear to the view of the public. 

Since the city departments began discharg- 
ing mena short time, these places held by 
the womenin Recorder Carlisle’s office have 
become the object of covetous attention, and 
pressure was broughton the Recorder in 
various ways toinduce him fo create seven 
vacanciesand fill them with men. The 
active workers of the Oity Hall 
push are the ones who are 
making the most trouble for the 
Recorder, and hedoesn’t likethis phase of 
the agitation. When he was asked about the 
women to-day, he said: 

**I don’t justify the employment of women 
inthis office; don’t argue it, pro or con. 
WhenI came in here I found four women 
who had been working for Recorder Williams 
and who were doing efficient work. I Kept 
them. Theother three women were all put 
in here at the request of representatives of 
the s0-called push, They are 


all doing very good work and I am well | 


satisfied. Thereisno law against my em- 
ploying women here. Besides that, the work 
they are engaged on is only temporary, and 
may cease at any moment. I consider my- 
self very lucky when I can get a good clerk to 
do the work these women do for their 
pay. Itis not often that this happens. Gen- 
erally the men who would be willing to take 
such temporary work for such pay could not 
do the work. Then, there is another reason 
why I am willing to employ women 
here whenever I can. They are 
not politicians. They do their 
work, go homeand report fordutythe next 
day, andthey don’t talk about what they 
are doing. They are trustworthy and don’t 
leave you at critical moments. 

**These gentlemen who are clamoring for 
the positions the women have forget one 
thing,’’ said the Recorder. ‘‘These places 
are nosinecures. They would have to work 
ifthey got them and not simply accept them 
and draw the pay.’’ 


Jefferson Barracks’ Water Supply. 


Jefferson Barracks wants water. It has 
plenty now, butthe supply will be utterly 
inadequate when the new postis built, and 
that, of course, is a foregone conclusion 
now. Quartermaster W. W. Robinson called 


on Mayor Noonan to-day, and askedif the 
city could arrange to pipe down the addi- 
tional supply of water that will be needed. 
Mayor Noonan sent out for Comptroller John

REPUBLICAN CUNGRESSMEN SEEM TO

Probable Action of the House When the 
Measure Comes to a Vote—Senator 
Washburne Defends the Hatch “Anti- 
Option Bill—Congressional Proceedings 
—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D; C., July 11.—The passage 
of the Stewart silver bill will probably be pre- 
vented if the Republicans do not want it 
passed. It is uncertain at what stage 
of the proceedings’ the test vote 
can be had, as it is not known 
what policy the Republicans will adopt. 
The Committee on Rules to-day decided to 
report the resolutions setting aside Wednes- 
day and Thursday of this week for the con- 
sideration of this bill. There will be no clo- 
ture proposition reported with it, but this 
will not prevent a decisive vote from being 
taken at some stage of the proceed- 
ings. The Republicans may vote for the 
rule for consideration. If they do not the 
rule itself will probably be defeated. Mr. 
Tracy of New York said to-day that he did 
know what the Republicans would do, but 
that at any stage when they 
would note with the anti-silver men 
the opposition would have a majority 
against the bill. There seems little doubt 
now that the fate of the measure will depend 
on Republican votes. They can pass or de- 
feat it, as they may desire, unless they play 
politics on it and vote one side and then 
the other until it gets beyond 
their control. There is, of course, a 


possibility thatthe whole business may be 
settled on the vote on consideration. If itis 
not the test vote will probably 
be on a. proposition to postpone =_ i to 
a day certain next session. The 
silver men are counting now on a failure on 
the part of the Republicans to co-operate 
with the anti-silver Democrats. However 
the thing goes it will be settled within a very 
few daysand the indications now are that 
the bill will fail.

SENATOR WASHBURNE DEFENDS THE HATCH

WASHINGTON, D.C., July 11.—The Senate to- 
day listened toa speech by Mr. Washburne in 
favor of the Hatch anti-option bill passed by 
the House. Mr. Washburne said the bill was 
substantially the same as the one introduced 
in the Senate by himself. It was not designed 
to interfere with legitimate trade,’ but 
simply to prevent gambling in food or 
agricultural products.

FINAL ACT OF A LONG CAREER OF 
BLOODY. CRIMES. 


He Blasphemed to the Close and Asked 
for a Moment’s Timeto Say a Word— 
A Feeling of Relief Now That Justice 
Has Been Meted Onut--The Depraved 
Villain’s Red Career. 


Paris, July 11.—Ravachol, the Anarchist 
murderer and thief, was executed this morn- 
ing. He wasawakened at38 o’clock by the 
jail officialsat Mont Brison and informed 
thatthe day of hts execution had arrived. 
The condemned man assumed an air of cyni- 
cal indifference, and when the ministrations 
of the prison chaplain were offered to him 
he refused to accept them and broke out into 
strong invective against religion. In some 
way the knowledge that this notorious crimi- 
nal wasto be put to death this morning be- 
came known anda noisy and excited crowd 
gathered about the place where the guillotine 
was setup, eager tosee the end of the man 
who, foratime, by his dynamite outrages 
terrorized Paris. 

The approaches to the scaffold <gere 
guarded by lines of troops, who kept the way 
clear for the condemned man and the ex- 
ecutioner’s party. Ravachol was brought 
out of the prison in a close van. Though he 
could not be seen he could be heard uttering 
blasphemous cries. Slowly the van passed 
through a line of silent troops and drew up 
near the spot where the instrument of death 
had been erected. As Ravachol descended 
from the van silence fell upon the crowd. 
Once alongside the guillotine the prisoner 
was selzed by the assistants of Deibier, the 
executioner, who, with the celerity ob- 
tained by long practice,soon bound him hand 
and foot. His elbows were drawn back be- 
hind him @nd bound together, his shirt was 
opened at the neck and turned down, and in 
a moment his unresisting form was pushed 
upon the sliding plank that carries the body 
forwardin areclining position so that the 
neck is directly under the knife. Justas he 
was slid forward Ravachol! shouted: 

‘*T have something to say.’’ 

Deibler paid no attention whatever to this, 
but proceeded to let the knifedrop, Just as 
the heavy blade started on its fatal journey 
Ravachol shouted: 

**Vive la Republique!’’

DISCLUSED AT THE TRIAL. 
The evidence submitted at Ravachol’s trial 
brought out the following facts: The 
conspiracy began in April, 1891, when De 
Camp, an associate of Chaumartin, wascon- 
victed of wounding a te toes = in an affray. 
The plotters met at Chaumartin’s house and 
arranged a programme of revenge. The first 
victim selected was Judge Benoit, who pre- 
sided at the trial which resulted in Dr, 
Camp’s conviction, and Boulot, who prose- 
cuted him. The evidence detalled the story 
of the stealing of dynamite and the making 
of bombs by Ravachol, who filled them 
with a mixture of dynamite, gasoline and 
iron. The conspirators also planned to 
blow up the police station at Clichy. On 
March 7 Ravachol, Simon and Dealot went to 
the police station, carrying with them sauce- 
pans loaded with dynamite. They had a 
number of fuses with them ready for use. 
When they arrived at the station they found 
an officer standing in the doorway. His 
presence folled their design. The next Iinci- 
dent was the explosion at the residence of 
Judge Benoit in the Boulevard 8&t. Germain, 
and failing to kill Judge Benoit, the agssas- 
sins made asecondattempt. Ravachol and 
his fellow-conspirators, working by recipes 
they had procured from the IJnternational 
newspaper, made a bomb, flling it with 
nitro-glycerine, mining powder and 
sebastine. The evidence ofa woman named 
Chevalier was interesting. She described 
how, upon entering the room itn which the 
conspirators were at work, she saw Simon 
holding a vessel as large as the crown ofa 
hat, while Ravachol was pouring drops of 
something into this receptacle, Chaumartin 
stirring the mixture with a spoon. Ravachol 
alone effected the explosion at the residence 
of Prosecutor Boulot, inthe Rue Clichy. He 
placed the explosive compound under the 
staircase in the belief that none of the in- 
mates of the house could possibly escape 
death. Ravachol and his five companions, 
during the trial, were also engaged in a plot 
to blow up the Palais de Justice ata time 
when most crowded, 
ADMITTED HIS GUILT, 

Ravachol tn a nonchalant manner admitted 
his guiltand took upon himself the entire 
responsibility for the Boulevard St. Germain 
and the Rue Clichy explosions. When asked 
his motives, he said he had been roused to 
indignation by the condemnation of Levallois 
and Perrett, the anarchists. Judge Benoist 
and Prosecutor Bulot ought not to have 
demanded the death penalty for men who 
were fathers of families. The police also 
had bitterly maltreated his comrades who 
hada been arrested. He had _ therefore 
resolved upon vengeance. Ravachol then 
boasted that. he personally had loaded the 
bomb which was exploded in the Rue St. 
Germain. He placed sixty dynamite cCar- 
tridges init. He dressed himself well and 
gained entranee to Judge Benoist’s house 
unnoticed. He deposited the machine in the 
hallway, ignited the fuse and rushed down 
the stairs. He reuched the pavement just as 
the bomb exploded, 

He managed the explosion in the Rue 
Clichy inthe same way, but in that case the 
powder had become displaced in transit, and 
he feared that the explosion._would be instan- 
taneous. Nevertheless he did not hesitate to 
risk his life and it turned out that he had 
time to escape uninjured. Ravachol seemed 
to glory in the recital of higcrimes. His 
fellow prisoners regarded him with admira- 
tion, while allthe others in the court-room 
listened with looks of horror and anger upon 
their faces.

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GIVEN BY A PROTESTANT. 


Bishop Moore Secures Donation of $50,- 
000 forthe St. Augustine Cathedral. 


Right Rev. John Moore, Bishop of Florida, 
who is in St. Louis for the two-fold purpose 
Of soliciting aid for his diocese, and to assist 
Archbishop Kenrick in his duties, delivered 
an interesting sermon at St. Rose’s Church 
yesterday. Bishop Moore is very plain In his 
language and manner, and his address par- 
took of the nature of an entertaining talk, 
interspersed with little flights of elo- 
quence which Wisplayed the powers 
of a speaker which the 
possesses. He began his remarks 


by referring to the needs of his diocese, which 
had induced him to go abroad and solicit 
charity at the hands of the faithful. The im- 
mediate cause of present tour, he ex- 
lained, was “a compact which he had en- 
ered into with a non-Catholic gentleman 
who had donated $50,000 to aid in building his 
cathedral at St. Augustine, Fla. ,which was de- 
stroyed by fire about five yearsago. The 
Bishop did not give the name of the gentle- 
man in his norisen.. ee gave it to a PosT- 
DISPATCH reporter to-day. 

st. Augustine, the Bishop stated, is the old- 
est city in America and is_ sit- 
uated on _ the Atlantic Coast in 
St. John’s County, Fla. Ithas a population 
of 4,600, of whom 1,500 are Catholics, The 
latter, the bishop said, are mostly in r 
circumstances, many being colored people,of 
whom the Bishop speaks in terms of praise. 
When the cathedral was burned, the Bishop 
stated, he was eacioesy without means to re- 
build it. He got upa festival to try to raise 
some funds, and only realized $900. Other 
wants of his diocese were pressing heavily 
on him, he stated, in comsequence of the 
immigration into Florida. Demands 
for churches to be built and 

riests to be furnished were coming 

n which he was unable to meet. The Fee le, 
he cs while possessed of splendid dispo- 
sitions, were unable to assist him on account 
of their limited means. Another case had 
been forced upon him in consequence of the 
ellow fever, which prevailed in Floridaa 
ew years ago, and which left a large number 
of orphans, whose parents had died of the 
fever. The Bishop was without even an 
orphanage in which to place them. 
n his strait, the Bishop stated, he was ap- 
roached by the Protestant gentleman re- 
ferred to, who offered to donate $25,000 if the 
Bishop could raise $25,000 more. 

‘‘He is a Presbyterian gentleman,’’ said 
Bishop Moore, ‘‘and the son of a Protestant 
minister. He has not ony kept his word, Dut 
has doubled his donation and advanced 


$50,000. 

‘*I thought it my duty, when such interest 
was manifested by a non-Catholic, totry and 
keep my part of the compact and endeavor 
to raise the $25,000.’’ 

Bishop Moore was seen by a Post DISPATCH 
reporter to-day and consented to give the 
name of the geutleman who had donated the 


$50,000. 

‘‘He requested at the time,’’ said Bishop 
Moore, ‘‘that his name be not mentioned but 
I think that that obligation is removed now. 
He is the Secretary of the Standard Oll Co. 
and his name is H. M. Flagler. He owns three 
of the leading hotels in St. Augustine.’’ 

Bishop Moore has raised $1,300 in St. Louis 
and proposes to remain visiting the different 


fchurches until the fall, and in the meantime 


relieving Archbishop Kenrick by administer- 
ing confirmation. He will visit Catawissa, 
Mo., next Sunday, and administer confirma- 
tion. He madeatrip to Chicago two years 
ago, he stated, and collected ,000, with $4,- 
000 of which he built an orphanage for the 
care of the children made orphans in Florida 
by the yellow fever.

RIOTOUS RESISTANCE OFFERED TO SANI- 
TARY REGULATIONS. 


One Hundred and Eight Reported From 
Various Points—Fourteen Fatal Cases 
in Paris—British Elections—Mexican 
Matters—Bismarck’s Troubles Thicken 
—Smalipox Epidemic—Foreign News. 


ST, PETERSBURG, July 11.—Riots at Astra- 
khan originated in reports that had been cir- 
culated amongthe ignorant populace tothe 
effect thatthe sanitary measures taken to 
prevent the spread of cholera were unneces- 
Sary, that the sick were putinthe hospitals 
without cause and that many were buried 
alive. Theinfurilated people attacked and 
set filretothe hospitals after removing the 
sick and then attacked the Governor’s house. 
Here they were checked by a military detach- 
ment and finally dispersed. The leaders 
were arrested. Itis reported that the Gov- 
ernor of Astrakhan shot down three rioters 
with his own revolver. 

The police of Baku, whose demand for an 
increase of wages has been rejected, are 
The absence of the 
Czarat present is unfortunate, as nobody 
has authority to overrule the red tape which 
delays imperative measures and decisive ac- 
tion. 

On Friday i191 new cases of cholera and 
thirty-two deaths Were reported in Astra- 
khan, sixty-two cases and sixteen deaths in 
Saratoi, 180 cases and thirty-seven deaths at 
Baku, six deaths in Tiflis and nine deaths in 
Tsarisin, Three thousand emigrants from 
infected districts are quarantined inthe road- 
stead at Astrakhan. They areina miserable 
condition, being without medical attendance 
and food and water being scarce. The Cas- 
pian flotilla is seizing all vessels that try to 
evade quarantine. Large numbers of the in- 
habitants are fleeing from Astrakhan and

Baku is almost deserted. The terrified 
populace stormed the railway stations, 
helped themselves to tickets when the offi- 
cilals refused to supply them and traveled on 
the roofs of the railway carriages. 

Cholera does not appear to be advancing

AN ACTIVE CANVASS BY BOTH PARTIES 
IN PROGRESS. 


The Proposal to Buy The Chamber of 
Commerce Building tor $600,000 to 
be Passed Upon-—A Hot Fight Antici- 
pated—Views of Members on the Pro- 
posed Purchase. 


To-morrow a vote will be taken on 
the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange in 
referenceto purchasing the building owned 
by the Chamber of Commerce and now occu- 
pied by the Exchange asa permanent home, 
The building has been offered to the Mer- 
‘chants’ Exchange for $600,000. It is now pay- 
ing a rental of about 5 per cent ona valua- 
tion of $822,000, the face value of the 
first mortgage bonds. E. 8. Rowse, trustee 


for the bondholders, was authorized to give 
a clear title for the amount named. His 
proposition was accepted by the Real Estate 
Committee and the Board of Directors by a 
unanimous vote. Tocomplete the purchase 
the agreement must be ratified by a majority 
vote of the members of the Exchange. The 
reserve fund now amounts to over halfa 
million of dollars and if the proposition is 
carried will be devoted to the pur- 
chase of the Exchange. A majority 
vote is now sufficient toallow the use of the 
reserve fund forthe purchase of real estate 
fora home forthe Exchange, but a three- 
fourths vote is required to employ it for any 
other purpose. 
ARGUMENTS FOR THE PURCHASE, 

The supporters and opponents of the meas- 
ure have been hard at work for several days 
drumming up votes and each side is con- 
fident of success. The advocates of 
the purchase argue that to purchase 
for $600,000 a building that cost $1,800,000 
is an excellent bargain, considering the fact 
that the building was excellently construct- 
ed, occupies half a block of ground, and Is 
paying 5 per cent on over $800,000 at the pres- 
ent time, when the uncertainty of the fate of 
the building depresses values. It is also 
urged that the price of $600,000 does not fairly 
represent the price jat which the Exchange 
will obtain the building. The lease 
under which it is now held 
does not terminate until Dec. 31 
1895, and the rental is $25,000 annually. By 
purchasing, the Merchants’ Exchange will 
become its own landlord, and save over $890,- 
OOOin rent. It is further argued that the Real 
Estate Committee has looked over the ground 
carefully, and has been able to find no site 
near the banking center which can be ob- 
tained for anything likethe price asked for 
both site and building. The proposition to 
give an entrance on Fourth _ street, 
free of cost, to the Exchange, 
is considered by many as ofthe first im- 
portance, as itis believed that Fourth street 
will for many years tocome be the financial 
center. 

OPPOSING VIEWS. 

Those opposed to the bill argue thatthe 
building is antiquated, and not up to modern 
requirements, and would costa large sum to 
remodel. Thetendency ofthe city is west- 
ward, it is stated, and the Merchants’ Ex- 
change should follow it. The present bulld- 
ingison a street that is practically dead, 
and could, Dy waiting until the lease has 
nearly expired, be purchased at a lower 
figure. 

It is also stated that the buliding isin very 
bad repair, andthat the price, considering 
ell things, is exorbitant.

A Preacher Locked Out. 
Opts, Ill., July 11.—There was trouble in 
the Christian Church here yesterday. For 
some time a part of congregation over

valuable property in Omaha, said to-day, in 
regard to the report published yesterday, 
that a decision rendered by the United States 
Court had wiped out all claims of the Sst.

The litigation at Omaha by the neirs of the 
late Mr. Jno. P. Helfenstein, to recover val- 
uable real estate in that city, is based upon a 
billin equity filed by them last month in 
United States Circuit Court of Nebraska, to 
remove clouds from the titles and for pos 
session. The guits (117 in number) brought 


by Mr. J. P. Helfenstein, Sr., were in eject- 
ment, and by reason of his death could not 
under statute of Nebraska, be revived. 
The present sult in eguity is brought 
under a recent decision of United States 
Supreme Court, construinga statute of Ne- 
brasKa, and authorizing the present method 
of procedure. Several of the defendants 
have compromised, and others are ready to 
doso. The heirs decline to compromise and 
are willing to abide by the decision of the 
courts. The facts set up in the bill are nearly 
all based upon the records, or upon tacts 
virtually admitted. The complainant’s title 
is a sheriff’s deed, based upon regular at- 
tachment proceedings in the District Court of 
Nebraska, where Heifenstein, Gore & Co. re- 
covered a judgment for $1,200and, undera 
valid judicial attachment sale, purchased 
the property which, at the time, was not 
worth one-fourth of the judgment. 

The property is an undivided half of 160 
acres inthe city of Omaha. a city which has 
increased in population from 30,000 1n 1880 to 
140,000 in 1890. Complainants contend that the 
defendants are tenants in common with 
them, and that the statute of limitation is no 
defense and that the United States Supreme 
Court has virtually settled in their favor all 
the questions involved in this case. 

The great vaiue of the property may ac- 
count for the intense interest which the litl- 
gation has aroused. 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
at St. Louis wili be the tribunal to finally set- 
tle the rights ofthe parties, and the earlier 
this courtcan be reached the better for all 
concerned. The complainants interested in 
this case are John P. Helfenstein, Jr., and 
John W. Slaughter and wife, N. Di Thomp- 
son and wife, H. ©.

KILLED BY A SLAP. 


Larry Noonan Held Responsible for the 
Death of Lizzie Butler. 


Larry Noonan is locked up at the Four 
Courts to await the result of the inquest to be 
held to-morrow on the body of Lizzie Butler, 
whom he is charged with having killed about 
6:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon in front of 
their home in Paradise alley, in the block be- 
tween Third and Fourth and Market and Wal- 
nut streets. Noonan appeared this morning 


to be all broke up over the affair and sald 
that he hoped they would allow him to bury 
the woman. ‘‘l have known her,’’ he 
sald, **since we were children, 
and, in fact, we were brought 
up together near Third and Market streets, 
andI buried her mother from our house in 
1882. No, I wasn’t married to her, but just 
lived with her. Wehad been living together 
as husband and wife four years ago last 
March. We hap three rooms up-stairs anda 
colored family lived downstairs. My family 
consisted of Lizzieand achildéyears old by 
amannamed John Graham, towhom she 
was never married, and my parents. Yes- 
terday I was at homé all day andin the 
evening Bill Dwyer, whocleans boilers with 
mefor Mike Bennett, came around for me 
and we were going out together. When I 
came to put my shoes on I couldn’t 
find them and then I learned that 
Lizzie was wearing them. She 
was sitting onthe front steps down stairs, 
and I went down there for my shoes. &he 
had been drinking a good deal and safd I 
shouldn’t have them. ‘ihenIsiapped her in 
the face and she fell over on the ground in 
the alley. I picked herup, and as she didn’t 
open her eyes or say ae oe I got scared 
and ran foradoctor. I got Dr. Neubert, but 
Lizzie was dead when he got there.’’ 

Noonan saidthattheslap he gave her was 
not a hard one and should not have knocked 
her off the steps. She had been under medl- 
cal treatment for internal troubles of some 
kind, put he didn’t know what exactly. Only 
that morning she had put anew plasteron 
her sile. 

Noonan’s father wasa steamboat flreman 
untilan accident madea cripple ofhim a 
couple of years ago and since then he has 
had no regularemployment. ‘the Nopnnans 
came to Sst. Louls twenty-seven years ayo 
when Larry was a baby, and have been living 
ever since in or near Paradise Alley. Larry 
istheonly child and is quitea respectable 
looking young man. In fact, one would never 
suspect from his appearance and manners 
that he was raised inthe slums of the city.

With the money I bought 
a ticket to this city and came along with the 
delegates. I arrived here five days ago. I’ve 
spent all the money and now I’m here to pay 
the cconsequences.’’ 

Hallock would not say where his parents 
lived nor give their names.

In his 
pockets were found nearly a dozen photo- 
graphs. They were pictures of his classmates 
atcollege. Healso had several pictures of 
young women who he said had been his 
friends. Hallock seemed nearly heart- 
broken.

VICE-PRESIDENT WALZ ON THE CLUB'S 
PLAYERS AND PROSPECTS. 


They Struck the Strong Teams Too Early 
This Season-—St. Louis Oaptures a 
Close Game From Washington—Nick 
Young Unwittingly Tells Some Cold 
Facts—Sporting News in General. 


The Orioles, who are the rear guard in the 
base ball procession in the first half of the 
the championship season, with an average 
of about one victory in four games, are here 
and this afternoon played the first of the 
three games with the Browns, which will end 
the initial term for both clubs. Vice- 
President J. W. Walz is with the 
team, and in his rooms at the 
Lindell, he discussed this morning the pros- 
pects ofthe Baltimores for the second half 
of the championship season. ‘‘Oh, yes,’’ 
said he, ‘‘we shall havea stronger team in 
the field when we play our first game of the 
second season in Baltimore next Friday. We 
have secured Harry Stovey, the great 
fielder, late of the Baltimore. With 
him, Van Haltren and Welch in 
the outfield, we will have a strong 
reliable phalanx that willfight the big bat- 
ting averages of our opponents forall that is 
inthem. Then we have signed Sutcliffe, the 
catcher who has done good work with the 
Fort Waynes, and Ward, one of the Milwau- 
Kee’sinfheldersand Terson, a pitcher from 
the same club. Ward led in fielding in the 
Western League and ranked fourth in bat- 
ting, while Ferson was the winning pitcher 
for his club. We expect to do a good deal 
with the help of these men and make a better 
showing. 

Yes, we must of coursecut down our roll 
of players to the limit of thirteen men, but 
we have only fifteen players now, so that but 
two men will havetogo. We have not yet 
decided who they shall be. 

**The poor showing of the Baltimores has 
been due, Ishould say, to a lack of team 
work. Individually they are all good men, 
but at the very opening of the season we 
began wrong. Firstthe Bostons came and 
won three straight, then the crack Brook- 
lyns took a round out of us and then follow- 
ed the heavy-weights from Philadelphia. 
If we hadaless number of strong clubs to 
compete with in the beginning we would 
have fared better and had more courage. 
Then our pitchers were weak at the opening 
of the season and in Baltftmore the men had 
no opportunity to recuperate and to getin 
practice. But the Baltimore people have 
treated us very nicely and with all kindness. 

**Financially the club is not anything ahead 
of the game, andin fact we are something 
out. Our cut in salaries has already been 
made, the men receiving the highest price 
receiving the heaviest reduction and the 
lowest salaried men receiving the least cut. 
We found that this was necessary, the team 
that fails to make money before the Fourth 
of July will not earna nickel the rest of the 
season. The base ball fever rages 
up to that time for the ople 
have been reading about the clubs all winter 
and are worked up tothe proper pitch of ex- 
citement. But after that thecrack racing 
events and other attractions diminish the in- 
terest of the public in base ball. 

**The players that I have mentioned will 
form the only changes which will be made. 
We have not made any application to 
the Distribution Committee for more 
players, although » we obtained 
Stovey from the committee. 
I expected Sutcliffe to arrive to-day anda If he 
gets here in time I intend to put him tocatch 
this afternoon, otherwise our battery will be 
Cobb and Gunson. As soon as we finish these 
three games, wereturnto Baltimore, arriv- 
ing there next Friday morning and opening 
the new season that afternoon.’’

Food, Clothing and Shelter 
Abundance. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, July 11.—The Cifl- 
zens’ Committee forwarded 100 barrels of food 
on the steamer Ulunda last night. Also 25,- 
000 feet oflumber. Archbishop O’Brien, Gen, 
Ross and others promptly headed the relief 
subscription list. All the menin the garrison 
gave one day’s pay. While the Citizens’ Pro- 
visional Committee were hard at work get- 


ting off supplies on the Ulunda the naval 
authorities were not inactive. Gen. Sir John 
Ross has also forwarded by the Alaska tents 
and marquees to shelter 15,000 people as well 
as a quantity of blankets. Admiral Hopkins, 
although out of the city, gave telegraphic 
orders to Blake to proceed to the scene of 
Gesolation and to forward such store of 
provisions and canvas for tents as could be 
spared. The Emerald now on the coast of)
